It is my pleasure to transmit this status raport and summary 
of the Dapartmant of Health, Edueation, and Welfare's aetl- 
vitiae on behalf of runaway youth and their families as of 
the present date* 

Although reference is made to activities being oarried on by 
the Office of Youth Development to Implement Title III of the 
Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention Act of 1974 (the 
Runaway Youth Act) , the report esientially covers initiatives 
begun prior to passage of the Acti Theie activities were 
implemented by various offices and agencies of the Department 
as part of a coordinated effort through the Int"^"a*Depar tmental 
Committea on Runaway Youth, 

This report was developed by the Committee to serve as a general 
information publication which might be used by Department agencies 
in reponse to numerous inquiries ragarding activities and informa-- 
tion pertaining to the runaway youth problem* We believe it will 
aarve a sizeable public information need over the next few months. 

All the agency representatives on the Intra--Depar tmental Committaa 
on Runaway Youth have participated in the development of this 
report j but two representativeB--Ms . Joan Houghtonj Center 
for Studies of Child and Family Mental Health of the National 
Institute of Mental Healthy and Mr* William Daniels, Office of 
the Assistant Secretary for Planning and Evaluation — were 

^ rasponsible for preparation of the initial draft. The various 
activities described in the report clearly reflect the con- 
siderable effort, interest and commitment of countless staff 

* of the Department to understand the problama of and to provide 

better aerviaes to runaway youth and their families*

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Introduction 

Tills report provides the status of the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare's activities on behalf of runaway youth and 
their families as of March 31, 1976, The report is divided into 
four major sections including background information, di,5cussion 
of projacCs supported by various offices and agencies of the 
Department, preliminary analysis, and preliminary conclusions 
based on the information reviewed to date. 

A listing of offices a.nd agencies of the Department supporting 
.runaway youth projectSj a listing of projects aupported under thiL 
Runaway Youth Act, summaries of individual runaway youth projects, 
and a bibliography of materials developed by the projects are 
provided in the appendices. 

Background Information 

In response to growing public concern over the problem of 
runaway youth, in the fall of 1973 the Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare determined' that the Department should place 
special focus on the problem and needs of runaway youth and their 
families. To facilitate the exchange of information and the devel-^ 
opment of a coordinated approach to the problem^ an Intra--Depart- 
mental Committee on Runaway Youth was established. The Committee, 
chaired by Che Commissioner of the Office of Youth Development, is 
composed of representatives from the Office of Human Development, 
Office of Education^ Social and Rehabilitation Service, Office of 



Ceneral Counsel ^ Office of Civil Rights ^ Office of the Assistant 
Secrecary for Planning and Evaluatianj and the Public Health Service 
(repreHenced by the National Insritute of Mencal Health), In addi- 
tion to reprasenCation from these offices and agencies of the De-- 
partment of Health, Education^ and Welfarej there are ex--officio 
repreHentat ives from the Law Enforcemenc Assistance Administration 
of Che Departmenc of Justice^ Che National Network of Runaway and 
Youth Services j and the National Youth Alternatives Project, 

Initial efforts of the Conmiitcee resulted in the development 
of cwenty^one objectives related to runaway youth to be accomplished 
by the six participating agencies as part of the DeparLment's Opera= 
tional Planning System (OPS) for fiscal year 1975, These initi- 
acives were coordinated through the Intra=Depar tmental Conunittee 
by the Office of Youth Development which had been delegated lead 
agency r esponsib i 1 i t ied . 

The Secretary had determined that the primary responsibility 
for developing programs and services to resolve the problems relating 
Co runaway youch rested with the States and local communicies. The 
Federal governmental role--through the development and dissemination 
ui intormacion and other forms of technical assistances-is to 
enhance the capacity of State and cotmnunity agencies, both public 
and private. Co understand the complex problems of runaway youth, 
CO plan and develop services Co meec their needs ^ and co ^egin to 
all e V ia c e c o nd i t io ns f o s t e r i ng the pr o b 1 em , 

In contrast to many oCher imman need areas ^ Che knowledge base 
regarding the scupe and nature of the runaway youcti problem was 
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limited aiitl Lnconc lusive . No valid ustimatee ragarding Che preva^-* 
loncv or incideiicti of running away existed on a national scale; no 
theoretical framtiwork exiated to permit the prioritization and 
rationalization of a research strategy; and^ finally, no evaluative 
studies were available to help determine which programa and service 
modalities^ if any, were effective in meeting the needa of runaways 
and their families. 

As a conaequence of both the state of knowledge and Departmental 
policy^ the fiscal year 1975 Departmental objectives on runaway youth 
focuased primarily on data collection and other information gathering 
activities. These initiatives were an esaential step toward clari- 
fying the causes of the problem^ determining unmet needs ^ identifying 
gaps in or underut ilization of resources j and laying the groundwork 
for future Federal progranmiing on behalf of runaway youth and their 
families. 

Following initiation of these objectives^ the President signed 
into law the Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention Act of 19743 
Public: Law 93-415. Title III of this legislation, the Runaway Youth 
Act^ authorizes the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to 
make grants and to provide technical assistance for the purpose of 
developing local facilities and counseling services to deal pri- 
marily with the iimnediate needs of runaway youth and their families. 
To be eligible for support, a facility must provide services outside 
the law enforcement structure and juvenile justice system. The Act 
also provides for a comprehensive statistical survey defining the 
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major characteristics of the runaway youth population and determining 
the areas of the Nation moat affected. In June 1975 the Secretary of 
Heaich, Education, and Welfare awarded 66 grantSj totaling $4,146,826 
to runaway and youth service prograins. (Appendix A.) 

One of these grants was awarded to Metro-^Help in Chicago to sup^ 
port the Nationa] Riuiaway Switchboard , a toll-free hotline for runaway 
youth j their families and others seeking assistance on runaway-^related 
mattars* Contracts to provide technical assistance to grantees were 
awarded to National Youth Alternatives Projectj Washingtonj D.C^,and 
CO Educational Systems Corporatiuns Washingtonj D*C* Developinent of 
evaluation instruments was the primary purpose of a contract awarded 
to State of California Youth Authority, 

DlscuBsion of Projects 

The Intra-Depar tmental Committee on Runaway Youth identified five 
primary types of activities to be undertaken. These included ^ research , 
information and data gathering s service and trainlng/conmiunity education 
model demonstrations and evaluations , th e dey elojmen t_ o f s t and a r d s_ and 
guj-deiines , and the provision of technical assistance and training . 
Al though these categories ire somewhat arbitrary, the twenty-one sub-^ 
objectives identified by the participating agencies served to clarify 
and define the distinctions between them* To assist in explain l.ig 
these activities the sponsoring agency and projnct sumniary reference 
number will be noted in brackets, (See Appendices B and C) , 
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ResQarch projec ts were designed to (1) to assess the national 
indidence of the runaway phenomenon (2) to provide profiles of 

the "typical" runaway andj if possibles other youth away from home 
populations [0YD--1] ; to develop a typology of services , both public and 
private^ assess the relative merits of existing alternative approaches, 
and develop and disseminate guidelines for services [SRS-^-l] ; and deter^ 
mine causative factors related to the runaway problem [NIM^l] . 

Inf orma^ipnand data gathering projects were undertaken ^ to deter-- 
mine unmet needs, underutilization of resources, gaps in the delivery 
of services to runaway youth, as well as other problem areas. Three 
projects were undertaken to assess the status of and plans for runaway 
youth services in the private sector and at the State and local levels. 
These projects Included an Inventory of national voluntary youth^ 
serving agencies [0YD^2]; a survey of State and local welfare depart^ 
ments to secure in--depth information on services to runaways and their 
families J including public concern and conmiunity involvement [SRS = 2]* 
and a survey of State and local school systems to learn the nature of 
activities being carried out by school systems in relation to the 
runaway problem [OE-1]* In addition to these projects which involved 
non-Federal participation, staff of the Department also i. 'ertook 
information and data gathering projects* For example, staff of the 
National Institute of Mental Health provided direct consultation and 
technical assistance to runaway centers and developed independent 
research studies CAppendix D) ; staff of the Office of the Assistant 
Secretary for Planning and Evaluation developed a literature overview 
and annotated bibliography [P^2] . 
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Demons t^catlons and evaluations of runaway service progrGms were 
=_inlf:iutad by the Olllce of Youth Di^velopment and the National Institute 
ut Muntal Health, The Office of Youth Development supported a twenty- 
four hour national hotline for runaway ynuth to demonstrate the effec^ 
tiveness of and need for a neutral means of cominunication between the 
runaway youth and his family The National Institute of Mental 

Health funded service model demonstrations [N1MH--2] , training/ conmiunity 
education model demonstrations fNIMH-Slj and evaluations [NIMH^4], 
for the purpose of sharing Infot^mation with cormnunitles and/or State 
or voluntary agencies about ways of meeting the needs of youth and 
their families. 

As an extension of the objectives described above^ projects were 
designed to develop standards and guidelines to assist States, local ' 
governments and voluntary agencies in their preliminary planning for 
rhe provision of comprehensive services and for alleviating conditions 
fostering the runawsy problem. One project was undertaken to prepare 
a compendium of State statutes and practices on the legal rights of 
runaway youth which may provide a basis for the development.of a model 
code or codes on runaways to be disseminated to the States [OGC-^l] . 
To assist States and local educational systems in the development of 
remedial and preventive solutions to the runaway problems it was 
proposed that a position paper [OE-2] and an article on the runaway 
problem be prepared. 

Five objectives were identified to develop and provide cechnical 
assistance and training programs which would assist S tates 5^ local 




governments, and voluntary agencies in the planning and implementation 
of sarvices to runaway youth and in alleviating the conditions which 
foster the problem. Three regional conferences with professionals and 

paraprof essionals were conducted. These conferences provided a forum

for the exchange of ideas and information among youth-serving persons 

with the intent of developing more effective runaway service provtrams £0YD-4/, 

A national training grant was provided to a major university 

for the devalopment of curricula in runaway youth service 

To enable States to effectively plan for the provision of 
funds to runaway youth, Titles IV-A and IV-B were eKamined and sum- 
marized [SRS-^], To strengthen coordination between the school system 
and runaway youth service organizations s it was proposed that an infor- 
mation concerning the various depar tmentally-sponsored programs and 
services be prepared and disseminated to school systems throughout 
the nation £0E=4r, 

Preliminary Analysis 

Although it would be difficult at this time to generalize from any 
of the reported runaway projects, when the results of the individual 
activities are synthesized and viewed as a wholes certain findings 
emerge to a generalizable level* They cut across mosti if not all, of 
the reports. 

These general findings, and their Implications for programming, 
are as follows i 

A» The problem of runaway youth is extensive and, without effective 
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preventive intervention ^ likely to be coneinuous . 

1, The National Health Survey (U.S, Public Health Service), based 
on a gtatistically reliable national probability sample, esti-- 
mates that one of every ten non--institutionaliEed youthj ages 
12-17 years of agej has run away from home at least once, (Ap- 
proximately 2.3 million.) Other limited incidence studies indi^ 
cate that this prevalence rate is a conservative estimate, 

2, The Services Typology Study [SRS^l] analysis of the FBI 
National Crime Index Reports (which projected over 250^000 
youth arrested or detained as runaways in 1973) indicates a 
remarkably stable rate of reported arrests of runaway youth as 
a proportion of total arrests for juvenile crime for each of 
Che years 1964 through 1973. That running away is not a tempo^ 
rary phenomenon was also indicated in the DHEW survey of pro-^ 
fessional youth workers who deal with Che problem. 

B . The problem of running away is complex ^ having mul t iplecauses , 
and^ therefore, requires the development of multiple approache s . 
1, The research and clinical findings have demonstrated that 

there are a variety of types of runaways j or conversely. Chat 
Chere is no single runaway causality type Chat can be identified 
which would encompass most or even a majority of runaway youth, 
i. Considerable progress has been made toward the development of 
an eciology of runaway behavior^^and more information will be 
m,ade available chrough oCher DeparCmenCal efforts, par tinularly 
the national staCisCical survey on runaway youth and the ser-- 
vices typology study due Co be completed in June 1976, However, 
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further research will be necesaary for the Department to be 
able to apply theoretical causality tnodrls, with confidence, 
to policy formation and program planning with regard to runaway 
youth . 

Although survival needa are of moat concern to the majority of ' 
runaways j the majority of runaways do not seek help from tradi- 
tional agencies * 

1. The Services Typology Study's [SRS-"! ] surveys of runaway 
youth and coiraQunity workers dealing with youthj as well as data 
from the National Runaway Switchboard [OYD-^3 ] , reveal that the 
primary concerns and needs of runaway youth relate to survival^- 
a place to stayi foodj clothing and medical attention, 

2. In addition, an extremely high proportion of youth who are in 
a runaway situation for more than a few days report having 
faced exploitation dangers in the •'street subculture"— seKual 
molestation, robbery, physical abuse, drugs, and other illegal 
acts , 

3. Yet three of the studies reported that well over half of all 
runaway youth never have contact with traditional community 
agencies serving youth. When seeking helps for the most part 
they turn to friends or the parents and relatives of friends. 
The reasons for non-use of cotranunity services vary, with approxi 
mately half of the runaways in. these studies reporting lack of 
knowledge about the existence or availability of services. 
Others reported barriers to being helped^-establishing eligi- 
bility, waiting lists, etc, or fears of being "hassled" or 
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turned over to the authorities* 
Family probleag and conflict is cited as the major reason for 
rjjLnnlng^ away * 

1.. The Feasibility and National Incidence Pre"-test Study [P-1]^ 
the Services Typology Study [SRS^l] , the Survey of Runaway 
Youth Workers [SRS=1] , and other data indicate that family 
probletas constitute the inost prevalent reasons cited for run- 
ning away, 

2* Affordable family counseling was also cited as the major 
service needed by the populations studies. 

3. Further research would be helpful, however , to obtain a 

clearer picture of the family dynamics involved in such problems 
and discontinuities variously described as family conflicts, 
authority struggles^ money problems ^ physical and sexual abuse, 
and neglect. 

Female runawa ys prese nt a speci^ajL set of problems requiring special 
focus . 

1. In conjunction with other Departmental research findings 
relating to females ^ the recent HEW runaway studies indicate 
that they may be experiencing greater adjustment problems within 
the family and the larger society than are males, 

2* The Feasibility and National Incidence Pretest [P-^l] and the 
Services Typology Studies [SRS^l] show that the majority of 
youth fleeing from family stress situations are girls* 

3. Females also tended to stay away from home for longer periods 
of time and to find the runaway experience much more stressful 




and dangerous, 

' Low InVQlvement and achievement in school are Important correlates 
of runaway behavior ^ but more needs to be known > 
1. The Feasibility and Incidence Pre-Test Study f oun ' a 

high correlation between runaway behavior and low involvenient 
and achievement in school, and 70% of the runaway saniple in 
the Services Typology Study [SRS^l] reported having been in 
serious difficulty in school-'^with nearly one-half having dropped 
cue of school prior to running away. 

The Sfeit-vices Typology Study's [SRS-1] survey of the 
Berkeley^ Californiai School System also found that students in 
the ''disaffiliated" schools (those set up specifically for 
students who were not adjusting in the regular school system) 
exhibited over five times as much runaway behavior as those in 
..■the regular school system. 

These findings suggest that more needs to be known about 
those school^-related factors which account for the differences 
between dropping out of school and running away* 
2. In general, school systems are not involved in the provision 
of services or preventive activities regarding runaway youth— 
as reported by the Office of Education canvass of 20 major 
city school systems [OE-l], 
Current laws a nd re gulat io ns are a major problem area in limiting 
the independence of young people and their access to institutions 
and services which might be of critical impoytance . 
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1, The Department * s legal study , The Legal Status of Runaway 
Children, [OGC-lij augmented by oth^Jr study findings, found 
that itatutes and court decisions regarding runawayi show 
extrema variability from one jurisdiction to another, A youth, 
for example J may be apprehended and labeled as delinquent or 
"in need of supervision" for engaging in an act in one locality 
which is legal in another. 

2, Many atatutes are vague, contradictory ^ and follow no consistent 
or national pattern, tending to further isolate many young 
people from adult institutions which purport to serve their 
interest, , 

3, Current regulations, juvenile court practices, and the labeling 
of runaways as status offenders serve not only to limit the 
independence of young people because of their agej but also 
function to deny access to those very institutions and services 
which may be of critical importance during a runaway episode. 
They often: 

a) prevent young persons from attending school in jurisdictions 
other than that of their parents or guardian; 

b) deny youth the right to receive medical attention without 
parental permission; and, 

c) prevent youth from securing employment, thus "pushing" 
many runaway youth into contact with marginal or illicit 
segments of the society, 

A. This issue is further exacerbated by laws and regulations 
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which place potential helpers — runaway house staff, physicians, 
employers— in legal jeopardy for assisting runaway youth in the 
absence of parental permission. 

More information needs to be developed regarding race and ethnicity 

as special factors in running _away . 

The Services Typology Study [SRS-l] hints at differentials between 
runaways due to factors of race and ethnicity , but, due to the low 
incidence rates for runaways in genera Ij there are no substantive 
findings currently available which would throw light on the matter , 

Preliminary^ Conclus^icns 

Our current findings and experience contierning the nature and 
scope of the runaway youth probl^in validates the general Departmental 
approach as stated by the Secretary in October 1973* In .^ummationj 
this position was that the primary responsibility for the planning and 
development of programs and services to alleviate and prevent the prob^ 
lera of runaway youth rests with the communities and States, The 
principal role of the Federal government Is to enhance the capacity of 
community agencies, both public and private, to meet the needs of 
runaway youth and their families through the development and dissemi- 
nation of knowledge, standards , and guidelines based on research and 
demonstrations^ and the provision of technical assistance and training. 

We now know that le vast majority of runaway youth seldom leave 
the general area of their home, community or State, and that a signlfi^ 
cant proportion do not have access to agencies, services and information 
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which could be of most help to them and their families — especially 

Ln periodH of crisis or stress. There 1^ a lack of knowledge about 

Che avaliabiiity of such services. There are also legale administrative 

and/or procedural barriers and impediments which either deny access 

to these services or stigmatize the person in need* 

Our flndinga also indicate that the further development and dls= 
semination of information regarding the special character and needs 
of runaway youth and their families^ effective intervention strategies 
to meet these needs * and model codes ^ regulations and procedures 
governing the conduct and management of affairs relating to runaways, 
would enable communities and States to make considerable headway in 
preventing or resolving many of the problems related to runaway youth 
and their families* 

In light of the extent of the problem, its multi^dimensional 
characters and the belief on the part of the Conimittee that effective 
approaches shall probably have to be related to an even larger sub- 
population of youth— variously defined as status offenders or youth= 
In-crisis, further development of a Depar tment--wide approach to the 
runaway youth problem has become a matter of priority concern* ■ Depending 
on the availability of resources, future efforts of the Department will 
consider the following areas of concern i 

1, Demonstrations and evaluations of varied program models for 
providing services to runaway youth; 

2, Research into the dynamics of families in crisis (including 
runaway families) and demonstrations and evaluations of various 
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methods and techniques for providing assistance to youth and 

families in crisis; 
3. Research I analyses , and/or demons trationi designed to probe 

the relationship^ If any, between runaway behavior and poor 

school adjustments and to determine the feasibility of devel-- 

oping programs within the schools which are more sensitive and 

responsive to young people. 
4* Research, analyses , and/ or activities designed to further 

clarify and reduce legal and other bArriers or impediments 

to the access and/ or provision of services to runaways or other 

youth and families in crisis situations | and^ 
5. Research I analyses | and/or demonstrations concerning the special 

problems of females and youthful Mmbers of racial or ethnic 

sub-populations*
